1 . (Original) A method for viewing an imago on a display comprising: 

receiving an image having a first aspect ratio; 

displaying the image on the display, which has a second aspect ratio different from the 
first aspect ratio; and 

adjusting the image so that an amount of the image that is lost roughly approximates an 
amount of the screen that remains unfilled v^th the image* 

2. (Original) The method according to claim 1, wherein the first aspect ratio comprises 4:3. 

3. (Qrigmal) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the first aspect ratio comprises 16:9, 

4. (Original) The method according to claim 1, wherein the first aspect ratio comprises 4:3 and 
the second aspect ratio comprises 16:9.

receivii^ an image having a fibrst aspect ratio; 

displaying the image on the display, which has a second aspect ratio different fi^om the 

first aspect ratio; and 

adjustmg by the user an amount of the image that is lost* 

7* (Original) The method according to claim 6, wherein the adjusting comprises adjusting the 
amount of the image that is lost fiom approximately zero to a maximum. 

8. (Original) The method according to claim 6, wherein the first aspect ratio comprises 4:3.

unfilled with the image.
